This office was advised by referenced letter from San Francisco 
to the Bureau dated June 25, 1946, that SILVERMASTER was expected to arrive 
in Denver, Colorado, on June 27, 1946, SILVERMASTER arrived in Denver via 
Union Pacific Railroad at 1:35 p.m. on June 27, 1946, and departed 10:00 p.m. 
on June 28, 1946, aboard Burlington Train No. 12 for Chicago, Illinois. 

During his stay in Denver, Colorado, SILVERMASTER was under surveillance 
and the original copy of the Surveillance Log has been designated as an 
exhibit in this field division. 

Upon his arrival in Denver, SILVERMASTER immediately went to the 
Conmonwealth Building which houses the War Assets Administration, and he 
was overheard asking directions to the offices of JOHN A. SKEEN, the 
Regional Director of that agency. After spending all afternoon in that 
office, SILVERMASTER registered at the Mayflower Hotel, 17th and Grant 
Streets, Denver, and then departed in the presence of _Mr, and. Mrg^ JOHN A. 

) ^KEEN. They were observed driving to the home of HERBS?T G ife/TsTER, 1385 
South“Marion Street, where Mrs. SKEEN was observed entering the MASTER 
residence and HERBERT^MASTER coining out of the residence and entering the 
automobile of SILVERMASTER and SKEEN. \ 

The three men in SKEEN ' s car then drove about twenty-five miles 
south of Denver on the Daniels Park Road. It is- to be noted that this is 
not a very scenic trip and there is very little traffic on this road* They 
then returned to Denver and drove to the Mayflower Hotel where the subject 
SILVERMASTER was observed leaving the car and entering the hotel which was 
approximately 10:05 p.m. It was then ascertained that SKEEN and MASTER 
returned to the MASTER residence at 1385 South Marion Street where they 
entered and spent approximately twenty minutes. Mr. and Mrs. SKEEN were 
then observed leaving the MASTER residence and driving to their home at 
2940 Zenobia Street, Denver. 

Ch June 28, 1946, SILVERMASTER spent the morning at the office of 
the War Assets Administration and then at noon, in the company of JOHN A. 
SKEEN and two unidentified men apparently employed at the War Assets 
Administration, drove to the Cosmopolitan Hotel and attended a luncheon 
session of the Conference on Smaller Business arranged by the Department 
- of Commerce. It is to be noted that Mr. ALFREb&HINDLER, the Under Secretary 
of Commerce, spoke at this conference. \ 

After the luncheon Mr. SKEEN drove SILVERMASTER to his hotel where 
he clacked out, secured his bags and drove to Union Station where the bags 
were checked. SKEEN and SILVERMASTER then returned to the office of the 
War Assets Administration. At 6:30 p.m. -SKEEN and SILVERMASTER left the War 
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Assets Administration and drove to the Buckhora Restaurant where they had 
dinner after which SKEEN drove SILVERMASTER to the Union Station where 
SILVERMASTER alighted from the automobile. At 9t00 p.m. SILVERMASTER 
was observed entering Pullman Car No. 125, Train No. 12, CB&Q Railroad, 
and it was ascertained from an informant that he had reservations in 
Lower Berth No, 5 on this car. The train was observed departing from the 
Denver Union Station at 10*00 p.m. 

The above facts were telephonically communicated to Agent TRCFFAST 
of the Chicago Office at 10*00 p.m., June 28, 1946, SHVERMASTER was not 
observed making any other contacts while he was in this Field Division. » 

The records of this office reveal no information regarding JOHN A. 
SKEEN and, due to his position with the War Assets Administration, no investi- 
gation was conducted regarding his activities or sympathies in this Field 
Division. 

Regarding HERBERT GRAHAiN^ASTSR, the records of this office reveal 
that an employee investigation of the Office of Emergency Management was 
conducted and reported by report dated August 9, 1943, of Special Agent GE0R3E 
C. VAN pERPEN (A). The record also reveals a request from the Bureau dated 
July 29, 1943, Bureau File 77-28866, requesting investigation from this 
Field Office. From the information from the file, MASTER was bom October 4, 
1909, at Ramah, Mexico. He was married and was Regional Manager of the Office 
of Emergency Management at Denver, Colorado. He attended the New Mexico 
Military Institute at Roswell, New Mexico, from 1927 to 1929.

You will recall that Nathan Gregory Sllrermaeter la 
subject in the Gregory case residing in Washington, D. C., and is presently 
employed at the WanJtesets Administration as Economic Analyst. 



On May 28, 1946, through a technical surveillance maintained on 
Silvermaster 1 s residence, it was learned that Ann^iereneon contacte d Helen 
Cf Silvermaster, wife of Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, and “Miss Berenson who is a 
'suspected Communist and a former employee of the National Housing Administration 
discussed the possibility of Nathan Stt^rmaster f s being employed with the National 
Housing Administration under Vilson^att. Miss Berenson stated that she was * 
leaving town for a few days and wasafraid that Wyatt might do some checking 
around and talk to some people. Miss Berenson stated that she was proceeding 
on the basis that she did not know Silvermaster very well because she did not 
want it known that he was identified with the CIO, stating "because you know 
they have to work with the AFL so much." Mies Berenson said she had told Wyatt 
that she Just met Silvermaster on one or two occasions but that she knew 






two people who worked with him and knew what kind of work he did. She said- 
that Wyafrt asked her who would know Silvermaster and she had mentioned*?/---’ 
Beania^Baldwin (phonetic) and Jacl^Siycn (phonetic), who used to work with — 
Silvermaster . Mrs. Silvermaster told Miss Berenson that she had better mention 
Peta^mdgins, Assistant Administrator of the Farm Security Administration, a 
southern banker who was very friendly with Mr. Silvermaster. Miss Berenson said 
that she was sure that Pete Hudgins would mention Silvermaster’s name to Wyatt. 
She indicated that she knew that the Job was going to be open; that somebody 
had already been recommended but that she had put a stop to it. She indicated^/ 
that Wyatt was considering a new person for the Job. Miss Berenson suggested; . 
that Mrs . Silvermaster contact Hudgins'- and tell him that she, Mrs. Silvermaster, 
>jT^diad heard that there was same i possibility of a change to be made in their labor 
* i - r . relations setup and have Hudgins talk to Wyatt. Miss Berenson said that in that

Gregory thereafter contacted Tenney in Washington and received 
from her information she had been able to memorize or make notations from 
during the course of her employment with OSS. later on Tenney supplied 
Gregory with written material in the form of OSS reports and memoranda. 

Some of this material was labeled "Secret" and some "Confidential". Prior 
to Golos' death in November, 1943, Tenney had given him information direct 
and it was not until after his death that Tenney supplied the information to 
Gregory. She also supplied Gregory a considerable quantity of data reflecting 
the activities of OSS personnel in virtually all sections and in all countries 
of the world. In December, 1944, Tenney was paid $50 a month for her services 
for the Russians, according to Gregory. 

v ■ * __ T Investigation has disclosed that Helen Tenney is presently enroloyed 

oy the SSU Division of the State Department, a branch of the former OSS* In 
connection with her duties she is employed at the War Department. 

You B&y further recall that Gregory contacted Helen Tenney in New 
York City on April 6, 1946, at which time Tenney stated that shortly after 
Gregoiy had ceased contacting Tenney in December of 1944, she, Tenney met a 
man whose description tallies very closely with the unknown subject $Jack" 
who you may recall is the unlmown Russian contact who pre ceded# Al^wHolEas 
been identified as Anatoli B.(£Gromov, First Secretary of the Soviet Embassy 
Tenney stated that shortly after she met this unknown man he turned her over 
to subject Joseph -Gregg, whom Tenney had previously known. Tenney said she 
was in frequent contact with Gregg meeting him apparently in various places 
in Washington and turning over material to him in the manner she formerly 
had turned it oyer to Gregory. However, Tenney became displeased with Gregg's 
technique and she complained about it to the unknown man who told her thaV . 
Gregg was merely a messenger and that she should not confide in him. (yfik \

Inasmuch as investigation has disclosed that Helen Tenney in her 
>osition at the War Department is handling Russian and Communistic matters 
'or SSU, it was suggested in a memorandum directed to you dated May 31, 1946, 
.hat Colonel Quinn of SSU be advised of the fact that Helen Tenney is a known 
loviet espionage agent, and that this information be furnished to hjm in the 
trictest of confidence with the following provisions? 

1. That the information furnished be given to no other individuals 
without the express permission of the Bureau; 


2. That this information is furnished to him for whatever action 
he may desire; 

3. That no record be made by him of the receipt of this informa- 
tion from the Bureau; 

4. That any disposition he may make concerning Tenney should be 
made in such a manner that she will not be suspicious of the 
iaci that an investigation is presently being conducted concern- 
ing her by this Bureau. 


On June 5, 1946, Special Agent John F. Doherty of the Liaison 
Section contacted Lieutenant Colonel Quinn of SSU and confidentially advised 
him of the above and thereafter made the information available to Lieutenant 
Colonel Peer DeSilva, United States Army, the present Security Officer at 
the SSU War Department* It is pointed out that Lieutenant Colonel DeSilva 
was formerly in charge of the Los Alamos, New Mexico project where experiments 
were being made concerning the atomic bomb- for the United States Array.

./ Upon receipt of this information. Lieutenant Colo nel DeSilva w anted 

to immediately cause Helen Tenney's dismissal, but before doing so he was 
/ desirou^of knowing if such action on~THs part would jeopardize the Bureau's 
i investigation in the Gregory case. Further, that if dismissing her would 
jeopardize une Bureau's investigation, he would be willing to maintain her 
as an employee, but was desirous of discussing the case against Helen Tenney 
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wUh. a represenU-td-v® of the Bureau. DeSilva was advised by Special 
Agent Doherty that this matter would be taken up with the Internal Security 
ction of the Bureau and that he would be subsequently advised whether or 
nor any action on his part would affect the Bureau's investigation. 

A CTION : It is recommended that lieutenant Colonel DeSilva be advised by 
Special Agent Doherty that any action taken by him concerning Tenney 

1. Is not a recommendation of this Bureau; 

2. That any change in her employment status will not affect 
the Bureau's investigation of her; 

3. That DeSilva be thoroughly impressed that Tenney should not 
be informed of the fact that she is a known Soviet espionage 
agent; and that

*5 view of this it would be ridiculous to assert that the communication 
of such insignificant secret data could create any danger whatsoever for 
the security of Canada. 

"Nevertheless, no sooner did the above mentioned activities of certain 
members of the staff of the military attache in Canada become known to 
the Soviet, government, than the Soviet military attache—in view of the 
inadmissibility of the activities of the above mentioned members— —was re— 
called from Canada. 

"On the other hand, one must bear in mind also the fact that the 
Soviet ambassador and other members of the Soviet embassy in Canada had 
no connection whatsoever with the matter. - s 
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"At the same time, the Soviet government deemed it necessary 
to call attention to the campaign, hostile to the Soviet Union, 
which had started in the Canadian press and radio simultaneously 
with the above-mentioned statement of the Canadian government. Despite 
the insignificance of the circumstances which led to the statement 
of the Canadian government on Feb. 15th, this anti-Soviet campaign 
is supported by many Canadian organs. Moreover the position ta,ken 
up by the Canadian government is directed toward the encouragement of 
this campaign in the press and radio. It is not compatible with friendly 
relations between the two countries. 

"In connection with t’ is the extraordinary fact that the Canadian 
government published its statement on Feb. 15 instead of, as is expected 
between countries maintaining normal relations, previously asking an ex- 
planation from the Soviet government, causes amazement. 

"Inasmuch as the government did not find it necess ary to address 
itself to the Soviet government for preliminary explanation, it must 
be recognized that it has some other purpose bearing no relation to the 
interest of Canada’s security. 

"One must recognize that the above mention unbridled anti-Soviet 
campaign was part of the plan of the Canadian government and is aimed 
at inflicting political harm to the Soviet Union. 

"It cannot be accepted as a coincidence that the statement of 
Mr. Mackenzie King was timed for the moment of the ending of the United 
Nations assembly where statements of the Soviet delegation were made 
in defence of the principles of democracy and the independence of small 
countries. 

"Apparently the statement of Kir. Ifackenzie King and the anti- 
Soviet campaign which developed in connection with this in Canada present 
something in the nature of an answer to the unpleasantness caused to the 
friends of Mr. Mackenzie King by the Soviet delegate at the sessions of 
the general assembly."
